Officials urge safety on tracks

Train time is any time. 
That’s the warning that 
appears at various locations 
along the Barrie Line, run¬ 


ning from Allandale Station to 
Tbronto’s Union Station. 

It’s a warning that is even 
more urgent, now that Metrolinx 
has introduced new permanent 
weekend train service - with 


three trips south in the morn¬ 
ing and three return trips in the 
evening, Saturdays and Sundays. 

With plans to double up the 
tracks, introduce 2-way, all-day 
service, and electrify the trains 


by 2025, tracks and crossings 
will be increasingly busy. 

To increase public aware¬ 
ness of safety issues, South 
Simcoe Police and represent¬ 
atives of GO Transit were at 


the Bradford GO Train station, 

to be alert when crossing or 
walking near the tracks.

Clearing the 


I t's unusual for a charity to be driven 
to respond to the opinions and 
editorializing of a “think tank." 

That's what happened recendy. 

On Jan. 17, the Fraser Institute released 
a report that claimed “Ontario's costly coal 
phase-out did not significantly reduce air 
pollution.” The institute, which describes 
itself as an “independent, non-partisan, 
Canadian public policy think-tank," 
claimed there was no reduction in nitrogen 
oxide particulates in the air over the period 
horn 2005 to 2014, and blamed the closure 
of coal-fired plants for contributing to 
Ontario’s soaring energy costs. 

The report went further: It pointed to 
the U.S. Midwest as the source of much 


of Ontario's smog - pollutants blown into 
Ontario from south of the border, carried 
on southwesterly wind - and warned 
the federal government against moving 
forward with plans to introduce a similar 
ban on coal. 

The Asthma Society of Canada issued 
its own press release in response. The 
society noted back in 2005, when Ontario 
produced 19% of its power through 
burning coal, the GTA experienced 53 
smog days. 

In 2014, after the closure of coal-fired 
plants, the GTA experienced one smog day. 

And while the Fraser Institute report 
covered the period from 2005 to 2014, 
a new Ministry of Energy report in 2015 


air 

found a measurable reduction not only in 
nitrogen oxides, but also sulphur oxides 
and other particulates that contribute 
to the formation of smog - even though 
the U.S. Midwest continues to produce 
emissions and southwesterly wind 
continues to blow. 

The Asthma Society concluded, “Despite 
what the Fraser Institute said... Ontario is 
indisputably a healthier place to live, work 
and play since coal was phased out... Clean 
air is vital to the health of all Canadians.” 

It's not the closure of coal-fired plants 
that is to blame for Ontario’s soaring 
energy costs. It's aging infrastructure, huge 
premiums paid for "green” energy, time-of- 
use pricing, and years of mismanagement
